country which does not make p 
vision for preserving a public reci 
of them. Not only is such a reci 
often of the highest importance 
individual members of the commu 
ty but it many times effects the 
terest of the general public in a vital 
Many civil rights and futic- 
extend to citizens who have at- 
tained a certain age and the public 
is entitled to some sort of record 
evidence of the fact upon which 
these rights are predicated.
